the Americans set a new world 
mark of 37 4-5 seconds. 


American runners won the four 


mile relay by eight yards. 
Time

The Americans won the shot- 


put with an average of 48 feet 5 
1-2 inches. 
The British average 


was 43 feet. 


The Americans also won the 


high jump at six feet four inches! 
The Americans^ however, failed 
to break the British average rec- 
ord.In the four mile relay Ray Buk- 
er, of the Illinois A. C., the last 
of the runners to take up the race, 
heat Johnson, of Great Britaiu. to 
the tape by eight yards. The race 
was close most all the way.

The man who manipulates the 
affairs of his office in such a. way as to make another 
and better office available to him is against it. 
Such 


a man is destroying the whole theory of government. !ls 
lie not only manipulates laws and office in such a way 
as to get something better for himself but in such a 
way as to reward his supporters and purchase their 
future support for himself. 


The people who are the real sovereigns of the 


government should see to it that those who knock 
the direct primary do not get into office. 
They stand 


against the rights and privileges of the people.
